that any Dying Han, eſpecially with bus profeſſions of Fiety, told look 
Eternity.in the Face, with ſo manyrepeated Aſſeverations,to the-very 
Pledging of hus Salvation upon the Truth of his Innocence, if really 
Guilty. But, as terrible and3remendouras ſuch an Exit from the 
World may appear, we have had too frequent Examples of that 
kind: For inftance ; There was one at Reading, « Fellow who was 
Condermmn'd for the Murther of b1s own Father ; but as the Evidence 
was but circumſtantial, all Endeavonrs poſſibly were nſed to' draw 
him to a Confeſſion: But, on the contrary (much reſembling Ar. 
Harriſon's Proteſtations) he utterly diſown'd the Fatt, took the Sa- 
erament likewiſe, ſtill obſtinately per ſiſt ing in all the ſtedfaſt anſh a-- 
hen Denyals of the Guilt; from thence he was had to the Place o 
Execution, tyed up, and juſt upon coming off the Ladaer ye1;ſtill,with 
the ſame proteſting Front, he conſtantly deny'd all Knowledge whate- 
ver of the inhumane Fatt, for (which that Moment be was to dye. 
"Tis rrne, when the Terrors of approaching Death ( for he knew no 
other, but that he was ts dye that Minxte) conu'd not work hins to 4 
Confeſſion, he was carried back to Priſon again; ( for indeed, in 
tenderneſs to only a circumſtantial Proof againſt him, *twas then 
thoug!t fit to ſuſpend his Execution.) In Priſon he continued

from a Broker in- Salzsbþury-Court, where ſhe had bor-
